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Preliminary Plans For Lakeside West, Golden 
Triangle, Approved by County Planning Board

The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board on August 2 
approved a preliminary plan of 
subdivision for Lakeside West, 
a proposed single-family devel¬ 
opment on Parcel 15 (bounded 
by the Lake Park, Capital Belt- 
way, Charlestowne Village and 
Greenbelt Road). Also approv¬ 
ed for the second time was a 
preliminary plan for the Golden 
Triangle (Greenbelt Road be¬ 
tween the Beltway and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue). 

Although the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration (SHA) has its eye on 
portions of these properties for 
highway uses, the Planning Board 
did not require road reservations. 
It supported the city and develop¬ 
ers who were opposed to such ac¬ 
tion. However, SHA can step in 
later, at the building permit stage, 
for example, to request withdrawal 
of land from development plans. 

SHA Proposals 

The recent emergence of plans 
by SHA to utilize nearly one-half 
of the 19.68-acre Parcel 15 and a 
portion of parkland behind the mu¬ 
nicipal warehouse for ramps and 
various turning movements in con¬ 
nection with the reconstruction of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way/Capital Beltway Interchange, 
surprised and angered the city 
council. In a letter to SHA, coun¬ 
cil expressed its shock and noted, 
‘"The propsal would have a tremen¬ 
dous impact upon property within 
the city of Greenbelt and upon the 
way of life in Greenbelt. Council's 
concern becomes even greater when 
consideration is also given to pro¬ 
posed takings (from Golden Tri¬ 
angle) for Kenilworth Avenue- 
Greenbelt Road interchange and for 
access to a METRO station." 

At first, SHA spokesmen said 
that the proposal affecting the 
Lake - Park and Parcel 15 had 
been around since 1976. However, 
M. S. Caltrider, SH Administrator, 
told the News Review this week 
that this particular proposal was 
drawn up recently and “has no 
official standing as far as what we 
are going to do." 

Caltrider explained, “Plans for 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way have continued to evolve (since 
1976) . . . There have been gaps in 
time and movement of the project 
but there has been no intent to be 
secretive about it . . .We were wait- 


and condemnation is usually re¬ 
quired for land acquisition in later 
stages of planning. 

City and SHA officials will meet 
late in September or early in Oc¬ 
tober to review all proposals for 
highway undertakings in the 
Greenbelt area. 

Council is also disturbed by pro¬ 
posals in the August status reports 
of SHA on Parkway reconstruc¬ 
tion, including the I-95/I-495 In¬ 
terchange studies. These studies 
are again referring to a proposed 
Intercounty Connector, which was 
already rejected by the Maryland 
State Legislature. Council also 
questions the reappearance of six 
lane highways beyond the Capital 
Beltway to the proposed Connec¬ 
tor. 

Public presentation of the Park¬ 
way/Interchange studies was origi¬ 
nally slated for winter 1978/79. The 
delays, SHA explains, were due to 
“contractural problems" Presen¬ 
tations are now anticipated in the 
spring of 1980. 

Lakeside West 

In approving the preliminary 
plan for single family development 
on Parcel 15, the Planning Board 
accepted all the conditions request¬ 
ed by the city except one that re¬ 
quired the dedication of streets 
wider than 50 feet. The Board rea¬ 
soned that (1) the roads were not 
through streets, (2) other condi¬ 
tions imposed would require a re¬ 
duction in the number of lots and 
(3) the taking of additional land 
for street right-of-ways would be¬ 
come an undue burden to the prop¬ 
erty. 

The Board required site plan re¬ 
view prior to the approval of the 
plat of subdivision, because of a 
requirement that land be set aside 
for an overpass access to span the 
Beltway to the Golden Triangle, 
and a proviso that existing trees 
within 125 feet of the Beltway not 
be cleared. 

The owners (Charles Bresler, et 
al.) did not oppose mandatory land 
dedication nor did they object to 
providing pathways to the Lake 

Park. 

Triangle 

The previously approved prelim¬ 
inary plan for the Golden Triangle 
was approved again with the con¬ 
ditions previously imposed. The 
Planning Board directed that the 
Triangle concept plan designate an 
access for the overpass that will 
connect to Lakeside West. 


Among the reimposed conditions 
are: (1) approval of a site plan for 
each individual parcel at the build¬ 
ing permit stage - ^such site plan 
to be evaluated in its relationship 
to other approved site plans, (2) 
limitation of office building develop¬ 
ment to 450,000 square feet until it 
is demonstrated that increased ca¬ 
pacity of access roads would per¬ 
mit the establishment of a new 
ceiling, (3) the Planning Board will 
consult with the city in its review 
of the site plans, and (4) provision 
for sufficient access to Indian 
Springs at the northern end of the 
Triangle. 

Gasohol Comes 
To Greenbelt 

Greenbelt drivers will get their 
chance to use gasohol in their cars 
for the first time Thursday at 12 
o’clock noon. It will go on sale at 
the Greenbelt Co-op EXVAL sta¬ 
tion, on Southway. This is one of 
seven stations operated by Green¬ 
belt Cooperative, the consumer- 
owned enterprise which also oper¬ 
ates co-op supermarkets and SCAN 
furniture stores. 

Mayor Richard R. Pilski will cut 
the ceremonial ribbon for the oc¬ 
casion. 

Mixing alcohol and gasoline to 
fuel automobiles is not new, but it 
attracted little attention in the U.S. 
until the energy shortage became 
apparent. Gasohol has long been 
used in other parts of the world, 
and the 1 to 9 mixture to be sold 
by the co-op station requires no 
engine adjustment and is better for 
your car, according to Station 
Manager Dave Meadows. Exten¬ 
sive tests, laboratory and on the 
road, show that the gasohol blend 
provides: a higher octane fuel; in¬ 
creased mileage per gallon; better 
engine performance, with less 
knock and ping; reduced engine 
deposits; less gas-line freeze-ups; 
and cleaner exhaust emissions, he 
said. 

Roy Bryant, Chief Executive Offi¬ 
cer of the Co-op points out, “Be¬ 
cause American farmers can grow 
corn, wheat, and sugarcane, etc., 
to make alcohol, we can reduce the 
amount of foreign oil that we need 
to import. Every time one gallon 
of American agricultural alcohol is 
put in. your car it replaces one gal¬ 
lon of gasoline that comes from 
imported crude oil, he said. 

“American farmers can grow and 
want to grow more crops. Gasohol 
gives them a massive new market. 
This new farmer’s market keeps 
your money in America and 
strengthens our economy from 
within. 

“I believe it is time the Congress 
took an active part in supporting 
this great potential for our Coun¬ 
try. Greenbelt Cooperative will 
continue to promote gasohol, as we 
believe that the world's petroleum 
market threatens the economy of 
the United States." 

Councilman Casula Honored 

Prince Georges Councilman 
Frank P. Casula was honored as 
Outstanding Legislator for 1979 by 
the Maryland Municipal League at 
its annual convention June 24-26. 
The First District Councilman has 
four incorporated municipalities 
within his Ccuncilmanic district: 
Laurel, College Park, Greenbelt and 
Berwyn Heights. 

Recently he authored legislation 
giving municipalities more clout in 
the licensing procedure for night¬ 
clubs. Under the legislation, an 
eight-vote majority of the 11-mem¬ 
ber County Council is needed to 
override a municipality's objection 
to renewal or issuance of a dance 
hall license.

Monday, August 20, is the last day for Greenbelt citizens to 
register to vote in the upcoming city elections on September 18. 
In person registration will be held at the city offices, Greenbelt 
Homes office and the community houses of Springhill Lake ana 
Greenbriar. (See city ad for days and times.) 

To be eligible, a person must be University and Baltimore County 


a resident of the city, a United 
States citizen, of sound mind and 
18 years of age as of September 18. 
(Voter registration with Prince 
Georges County does not qualify 
Greenbelt residents to vote in city 
elections.) 

Many residents have now re¬ 
ceived the yellow registration form 
by mail. This form must be com¬ 
pleted and returned to the city 
office by Monday, August 20, at 5 
p.m. More than a thousand regis¬ 
tration cards have been mailed out 
to those who requested them and 
also to those residents who had 
signed the Charter Amendment pe¬ 
tition, but were not registered vot¬ 
ers.

GHI to Apply For HUD 

Financing on Rehabilitation 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. has been nptified by the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development that it has been approved 
to submit an application for a rehabilitation program undei 
which the federal government would loan $5.7 million directly 
to GHI under the Section 312 program. 

A successful application would mean that GHI will be able 
to finance most of the proposed rehabilitation at 3% interest. 
This compares to 8% with State and municipal bond financing 
and 13% interest with a conventional bank loan. 

Final approval for the Section 312 rehabilitation loan is 
subject to the following conditions: 

1. Approval by the membership of the revised rehabilitation 
program. A Special Membership Meeting has been scheduled for 
either August 28 or 29. Details on this meeting will be publi¬ 
cized in the News Review and to each member by mail. 

2. County approval of GHI’s rehabilitation program, basbd 
on a review of the specifications. For this reason GHI has re¬ 
quested that members choose their windows and siding by Au¬ 
gust 17. As soon as specifications are written and the county 
approves this aspect of the rehabilitation program, HUD will 
review the application. 

3. A final decision by HUD on GHI’s application contingent 
on the county’s approval and the membership’s approval. 

Members do not have to sign an amendment to their mutual 
ownership contract in order for GHI to receive section 312 funds. 

Both the GHI Board and management staff are excited 
about the 312 loan financing, which would permit GHI to 
implement its rehabilitation program at the lowest possible 
interest rate. 

Section 312 loans must be repaid over 20 years. A $5.7 
million loan would cost GHI members the following in annual 
payments at various interest rates: 

At 2% over 20 years (as will be available with 312 financ¬ 
ing) — $379,620 per year. 

At 8% ov er20 years (as would be available with State and 
municipal bond financing)—$572,508 per year. 

At 12% over 10 years (as would be available with a loan 
from a bank)—$981,540 per year. 

The basic rehabilitation program is now expected to cost 
6.1 million dollars. Management is proposing a Capital Im¬ 
provements Program to meet certain government requirements 
to correct wet conditions in crawl spaces and to replace electri¬ 
cal wiring that has passed its recommended useful life. These 
latter two items may amount to an additional $5 million, based 
on preliminary estimates.

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GHl Board Discusses Optional and Basic 
Rehab, County Citationsof Code Violations

The GHI board of directors 
heard a multitude of different 
opinions on the rehabilitation 
situation at its regular Thursday 
night meeting, including some 
criticisms, straight questions and 
supportive comments. Beside 
these responses from its own 
constituency, however, the 
board was given some painful 
facts by Deputy General Mana¬ 
ger Kenneth Kopstein concem- 
• ing new county and state pres¬ 
sures on what up to now has 
been a mostly independent re¬ 
habilitation initiative on GHPs 
part. These pressures are in a 
direction that can only increase 
the cost of the project. 

“Basic Rehabilitation” Questions 

Kopstein discussed issues bear¬ 
ing on the main rehabilitation ef¬ 
fort, particularly the letter re¬ 
ceived just this week from the 
county’s Department, of Licensing 
and Permits. In this letter the 
county brings up a number of areas 
in which improvement or repair — 
some of which is beyond GHI’s 
present contemplated initiative — 
will be considered mandatory be¬ 
fore governmental funding can be 
approved. Of these the major items 
are: replacing all electrical wiring 
because present wiring is old or in¬ 
compatible with newer equipment, 
at a cost of roughly 3.3 million dol¬ 
lars; eliminating water problems in 
crawl spaces and completing floor 
joist insulation, which would cost 
about 1.5 million dollars; and per¬ 
forming the same level of rehab 
work for all home units instead of 
just the Section 8 - designated 
units, involving about 1 2 million 
dollars more. Thus these added 
costs could amount to some six 
million dollars above the originally 
Estimated rehabilitation cost of five 
million, if funding from govern¬ 
ment sources is to be relied on. 

Bearing on this increase, aj- 
though the board has been aware 
of them earlier, are communica¬ 
tions received from consultants 
Krooth and Altman, and from state 
funding agencies, that membership 
approval of revisions or increases 
in the rehabilitation plan will be 
necessary. 

Commenting from the floor, Eu¬ 
nice Coxon said, “I’m very much 
alarmed at some of the things com¬ 
ing out about the county require¬ 
ments,” and Bettie Denson urged 
that “all this information and sit¬ 
uation you’re faced with” be given 
to the members. With respect to 
the wiring problem, Joseph Dalis 
noted that the wiring in his home 
was “old (and) corroded,” and ar¬ 
gued that new wiring was a neces¬ 
sity. 

After some preliminary discus¬ 
sion within the board, Foster moved 
to have management bring sugges¬ 
tions for a course of action back 
to the board at a meeting tonight, 
August 16; Kopstein assured the 
board that the staff would be ready 
with a recommendation. At pres¬ 
ent it is expected that two main 
alternatives will be presented at a 
special membership, meeting - one 
in which all GHI-desired and gov¬ 
ernment-related work would be 
carried out, and the other consist¬ 
ing of a reduced effort financed 
through commercial banks.

claiming that he had “been assured 
that the county would . . . force 
GHI to clean up the crawl spaces 
(but) it has not been done.” He 
also questioned lack of termite¬ 
proofing, and finished by reading a 
letter from the county Department 
of Licenses and Permits citing “de¬ 
ficiencies” in GHI homes. 

Katherine Keene, taking the op¬ 
posite position, described the early 
history of the renovation situation 
as being one of obstruction 
throughout by some members, in¬ 
cluding the matter of crawl space 
correction which she said was 
brought up at least as early as 1972. 
She concluded the rebuttal by say¬ 
ing “This is a cooperative, we’re 
all in it together” and stated “I’d 
rather see us swim together than 
sink together.” 

Dalis and Coxon faulted a recent 
questionnaire sent out by the staff, 
on rehabilitation options (to which 
over 400 members have responded 
with interest and further ques¬ 
tions), for what they considered 
omissions on window and insula¬ 
tion choices. With respect to omis¬ 
sion of thermopane windows, chair¬ 
man Donald Volk agreed that this 
should be corrected; however, board 
members stated no alternative to 
cellulose insulation wolud be avail¬ 
able for cost reasons. 

Member William Stratton asked 
the board to clarify what would be 
involved in rehabilitation of the ex¬ 
isting casement windows - and how 
a member could undertake his/her 
own work to meet GHI standards. 
Essentially the same question was 
asked also by Denson. Volk re¬ 
sponded that this would be dealt 
with; apparently he was referring 
to an agenda item on “Optional re¬ 
habilitation program” which was 
slated for discussion next. 

Optional Rehabilitation Program 

Kopstein reported that though fi¬ 
nancing for the maim (“basic”) re¬ 
hab program was still not settled, 
limited funds were now available 
for the optional part of the pro¬ 
gram which members had been 
asking about. He and his staff, 
together with an Ad Hoc committee 
created to deal with this matter, 
have developed a suggested plan 
whereby GHI would retain an ar¬ 
chitect to work with members on 
their individual projects and to see 
such projects through all phases. 
The whole plan is basically aimed 
at separating members’ projects 
from the main GHI rehabilitation 
effort, because - as Kopstein ex¬ 
plained - “the staff won’t be able 
to (manage) both the basic pro¬ 
gram and the optional program.” 

This approach, however, ran into 
knotty questions raised by some 
board members including Finance 
Committee chairman James Foster, 
who asked “who will decide wheth¬ 
er the member’s work is optional 
or basic?” Director Wayne Wil¬ 
liams raised a related question, 
whether such independent pro¬ 
grams will conform to GHI stand¬ 
ards; and two members from the 
floor expressed puzzlement as to 
why an architect was needed at 
all - one referring to such a pro¬ 


fessional as an “expensive middle¬ 
man.” 

A motion by Foster to table the 
plan was passed, therefore, though 
not unanimously, with directors 
Margaret Hogensen, Ed James, and 
Virginia Moryadas opposed. 

Related to this discussion, in a 
way, were matters of window 
choices and alternative heating sys¬ 
tems that were brought up later 
in the meeting. Kopstein asked the 
board for direction on whether to 
include thermopane windows as op¬ 
tions for members; on a motion by 
Hogensen, the board voted to in¬ 
clude them in an addendum to the 
questionnaire already sent out to 
members, and further, to offer brick 
home owners a choice of sliding 
picture windows. 

A later motion by Hogensen, to 
allow members to operate their own 
heating system separately from 
GHI, was tabled on a motion by 
Foster, at least partly because of 
possible maintenance problems 
raised by director Norman Weyel, 
A similar proposal incidentally 
came up in the Engineering and 
Maintenance Committee report giv¬ 
en afterward by James, which rec¬ 
ommended that members convert 
to individual electric heat. The 
board seemed to feel that such pro¬ 
posals needed deeper weighing. 

Other Items 

A staff-recommended decision to 
convert six GHI trucks from gaso¬ 
line to propane consumption, be¬ 
cause of the,steeply increasing cost 
of gasoline (the GHI fleet uses 
about 1,000 gallons per month) was 
extended to all 20 trucks of 
the fleet by manager Roy Brea- 
shears and staff engineer Ove 
Kongsted, the latter stating that the 
cost of propane will continue to be 
less than half that of gasoline. The 
conversion cost will be about 
$11,000. This was formally author¬ 
ized. 

One bright note for the board 
during the meeting was an appear 
ance by state delegate Gerard Dev¬ 
lin, who came to present them with 
the pen that has just signed two 
hills setting up state housing loan 
agencies for cooperatives. Devlin 
especially thanked Bobbi McCarthy, 
who serves as his aide, for her 
“hard work” in preparing the bills. 

In conclusion, also, chairman 
Volk informed the audience of let¬ 
ters he has received from repre¬ 
sentative Frank Casula, and U.S. 
senators Paul Sarbanes and Charles 
Mathias, all supporting GHI’s re¬ 
habilitation initiative. 



At the start of the meeting Janet 
James from the floor thanked the 
board and management for their 
“hard work” in the rehabilitation 
program, saying “a lot of us ap¬ 
preciate it.” But Carl Conrad, first 
affirming that he had “no intention 
of harassment,” read a prepared 
statement charging “deplorable 
conditions in the crawl spaces” and

County Inspection Verifies 
Need forGHI Rehabilitation 

At the request of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County’s Community Development Administration, an inspec¬ 
tion of GHI was recently made by thq Department of Licenses and 
Permits (DLP). The purpose of the inspection was to provide an 
updated report of conditions in GHI so that the corporation can 
qualify for state and federal funds. 


On Thursday, August 9, GHI re¬ 
ceived a copy of the DLP report 
On Monday, August 13, GHI man¬ 
agement staff, Deputy General 
Manager Ken Kopstein and Staff 
Engineer Ove Kongsted, and board 
member Virginia Moryadas, met 
with DLP officials to work out an 
agreement for accomplishing the 
work the county agency specified 
should be completed within a cer¬ 
tain time frame* 

A number of the items cited by 
the county are included in the re¬ 
habilitation program. These in¬ 
cluded, for example, peeling paint 
on exterior walls, gutters and 
downspouts. During rehabilitation 
frame and block homes will receive 
vinyl siding; block homes not re¬ 
ceiving siding must be painted 
within a specified time period. Gut¬ 
ters and downspouts will be painted 
or replaced if they are not in good 
condition as part of rehabilitation 
or as part of the regular mainte¬ 
nance program. 

The county noted that windows 
were cracked or did not properly 
fit some homes, allowing air to pen¬ 
etrate, while some homes lacked 
insect screens. The replacement 
windows will all have screens and 
will fit the openings. If members 
choose to renovate their present 
windows and add a storm window, 
this too will take care of the viola¬ 
tion as the window will be repaired 
and screens added. 

Some homes lack three separate 
and remote wall type electric out¬ 
lets or two outlets and one ceiling 
fixture for the kitchen. It is pro¬ 
posed that this item be included 
in either the rehabilitation or in a 
Capital Improvements Program to 
be proposed by management. 

Capital Improvements 

In conjunction with the rehabil¬ 
itation program, GHI has proposed 
that certain work be done over a 
period of time and be included in 
a Capital Improvements Program. 
This work would include installa¬ 
tion of vapor barriers and other 
corrective action to eliminate the 
damp and wet conditions in the 
crawl spaces of some frame homes, 
boiler rooms and cellars of mason¬ 
ry homes. This work will be done 
over an eight-year period. 

A number of items cited by the 
county as being in violation of 
county codes involved corrective 
action to be taken by the main¬ 
tenance department* Problems 
such as steps and porches in dis¬ 
repair and deteriorating concrete, 
should be called to the attention of 
maintenance so they can be taken 
care of as part of the regular re¬ 
sponsibilities of that department. 

If there are structural or plumb¬ 
ing repairs needed to the interior 
of GHI homes these too should be 
reported to the maintenance de¬ 
partment. 

Other items such as peeling paint 
in the living room, are the mem¬ 
ber's responsibility. 

The county also cited GHI for 
problems such as broken glass and 
missing refrigerators and stoves in 
10 A-H Laurel HilL This row of 
one-bedroom homes has been slat¬ 
ed for razing and GHI has had a 
raze permit on file with the county

for several weeks. However, the 
building will be boarded up to avoid 
possible hazards. 

GHI is working together with the 
county to ensure that all code vio¬ 
lations are corrected and that the 
buildings are maintained in a safe 
manner. The county noted that 
“many homes have inadequate elec¬ 
trical service due to imposed loads. 
A number of occupants are making 
excessive use of extension cords 
which constitutes a fire/shock haz¬ 
ard." 

The .subject of heavy-up has been 
one GHI has grappled with for 
years. At the present time, mem¬ 
bers must heavy-up on resale of 
their homes if they have air con¬ 
ditioners and/or dryers, or have 
overloaded or added circuits. 
Heavy-up of the rows is part of the 
rehabilitation program, and this 
work may have to be accomplished 
at a faster pace than is now being 
don^.

TAXES REMOVED FROM 
HOSE HEATING FUELS 

A bill cosponsored by Del. Gerard 
F. Devlin (D-24th) would take the 
5% state sales tax off home heat¬ 
ing fuels. Thus members of Green¬ 
belt Homes Inc. could save up to 
$50,000 on their fuel bills over the 
coming year. 

Devlin cosponsored a measure to 
take the 5% state sales tax off 
home heating fuels. During con¬ 
sideration by the House Ways and 
Means Committee an attempt was 
made to limit the bill to owner oc¬ 
cupied residences by amending the 
bill to eliminate apartments and 
cooperatives from its provisions. 
Devlin was vice chairman of the 
committee which led the fight to 
keep cooperatives and condomini¬ 
ums in the measure which was 
signed into law by Gov. Hughes 
and took effect July 1, 1979. 

Devlin said, “As the News-Re¬ 
view pointed out: The frighten¬ 
ing fact is that the cost of fuel 
oil is escalating more rapidly than 
the most pessimistic projection 
ever anticipated . . . The expected 
cost this winter will range from 
80 cents to more than a dollar,’ ” 
He added, “It seems to me that 
it is possible that GHI’s fuel bill 
will reach $1 million this year. 
I hope not but it certainly seems 
to be heading that way. If so, my 
bill will cut about $50,000 off the 
total tab. If rehabilitation is 
achieved a serious situation may 
be contained for GHI members.” 

Devlin is also the sponsor of two 
bills to permit state financing 
of rehabilitation of cooperatives 
which Gov. Hughes signed into law 
earlier this year. 

“It is an alarming situation with 
the cost rising so rapidly on the

Windows and Siding 
Members Not Hiding

A large number of GHI members 
filled the North End School audi¬ 
torium on what must have been one 
of the hottest nights of the sum¬ 
mer. Since the room was not air 
conditioned the audience sweltered, 
and all to learn about the proposed 
new windows and siding proposed 
for the rehabilitation. 

President Don Volk explained 
that members would have to decide 
what sort of windows they wanted, 
whether they would need the win¬ 
dows in any additions they might 
have, and that frame and masonry 
owners, in addition, needed to de¬ 
cide what color siding they wanted. 
On the stage were models of the 
proposed windows supplied by man¬ 
ufacturers, and samples of the pro¬ 
posed vinyl siding. 

After Volk had shown the mem¬ 
bers the windows, demonstrating 
how they opened and how they 
could be taken apart for cleaning, 
the audience asked questions. Were 
the windows maintenance free? 
Nothing is completely maintenance 
free, but they would be better than 
those now in the houses. Ove 
Kongsted, maintenance director, 
added that there would be replace¬ 
ments for windows or parts of the 
windows should they be needed. 

Would houses be damaged inside 
when the new windows are put in? 
No, they would not. Would the 
frames have sliding windows? No. 
Would thermal windows have 
screens? Yes. Would somebody in¬ 
spect what the contractors do? 
Yes. Would everybody pay the 
same, regardless how many win¬ 
dows the house had? No, payment 
would he based on the number of 
windows. Would the sills be wood? 
No. Who would be responsible for 
the new vinyl siding? GHI. Would 
GHI require a performance bond 
from contractors? Yes, it would. 

The questions seemed endless. 
Could members change their minds 
on windows and siding? No, be¬ 
cause the contracts have to be let. 
What would happen to the new 
windows in humid weather? This 
would not appear to be a problem. 
Volk seemed to be able to answer, 
most questions to the members’ sat¬ 
isfaction. 

While most questions dealt with 
the windows and siding, a few con¬ 
cerned general maintenance prob¬ 
lems. One member demanded to 
know why cellulose, rather than 
rock wool, was to he used for in¬ 
sulation. Volk explained that no 
insulation was perfect, and that af¬ 
ter much examination of proposed 
materials, cellulose was believed to 
be the best choice. In general, how¬ 
ever, the heat was more in the 
weather than in wrangling. 

a\ T ai I ability on the other,” Devlin 
pointed out. “It seems to me that 
every effort must be made to re¬ 
habilitate before the onset of win¬ 
ter. I know that cold winter days 
seem very remote during the dog 
days of midsummer but now is the 
time to be prepared.” 

The Devlin bill covers every type 
of home heating fuel, natural gas, 
coal and electricity as well as fuel 
oU.
